Giving an outline of Mr 
Cainc's carcer, the A‘lorney- 
Gencral sald the applicant was 
articled on November 14, 1990, 
to Mr A. & Woolf, of 3-4 Cle- 
ments Inn, Strand, in the County 
of London, for five years. He 
commenced his final examination 
on April 9,- 1936, and was ad~ 
mitted to practise in England in 
June of that ‘year, ‘After his 
admission, Mr Caine started 
practice in partnership with ‘Mr 
B. L. Harris, of Bolton Street, 
Pleadilly, in the County of 
London, under the title of Harris, 
Caine and Co,
